his Way by the Politique Author of Oceans. 
We that are wiſely mounted higher, 
T his Speech is ſet down as it was deliver'd by 
the Knight in hisown words : But fince it. 
is below the Gravity of Heroical Poetry, to 
admir of Humour, bur all Men are oblig'd 
to ſpeak wiſely alike ; And teo much of ſo
